8he was clad in a 
garment fashioned of the skin of a sea- 
fowl, and was otenpied in skinning 
seal-blubber, which has formed the 
greater part of diet. She was quite 
good looking, seemed about 50 years 
old, and spoke a language nobody 
could understand.

How Indians Hunt the Bison 
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Before the horso came into use the 
Indians were obliged to olmse the 
bison on foot, nnd even at tho present 
day there are muny celebrated banters 
who are able to run down a bison on 
foot ami kill it with the lance. The 
mode, how-cver which is generally 
adopted is the chase by mounted hun- 
ters, a chase which offers tho greatest 
results, and exhibits the wildest en- 
thusiasm and excitement. Armed 
merely with his tiny bow and flint- 
headed arrows, the native hunter 
mounts his horse, and goes off in chase 
of the bison. 

When ho comes ttp with tho ani- 
mals, he selects one, usually n fat, 
woll-conditioned cow, presses his horse 
to her, antl prepares his bow and ar- 
row. Tho well-trained -horse needs 
no gnitling, but keeps close to the 
right shoulder of tho bison, and a little 
behind it, so that it may not run upon 
the horns of the animal if it should 
happen to stop suddenly and torn its 
head. This ■ plan, moreover, just 
brings the rider into the proper posi- 
tion to deliver his arrow in the most 
deadly manned i. e., directing it jnst 
behind the shoulder. When an arrow 
is discharged by a practised hand, it 
often passes entirely through the 
bisory-flie falls mortally wounded, 
and, tenacious of life as the animal is, 
soon breathes his last. Leaving tho 
arrow in the wound in order to mark 
the owner of the dead animal, the suc- 
cessful archer dashes on in pursuit of 
another animal, anil does not cease ttn- 
ot'me'n who might rank til i, e has expended all of hjs store of 
n absurdity. Wo havo Brrowl . 

It is the pride of tho native hunters 
to kill a bison with every arrow, and 
not to shoot twice at the samo animal. 
The yonnger banters arc fierce and 
anxious rivals in this sport, knowing 
that tbe result of the day's hunt will 
be the talk of the whole village, said 
that on their success or failure will 
much depend the estimatioji in which 
they are held. 

Even in those parts of tho country 
where tbe bow has been almost entirely 
superseded by firearms, it is tqutjyy.a 
point of honor to kill the bisoii with a 
single shot nnd to claim a slslu ' bisdn 
for every bullet. In sneh eases the 
hunttr tttkes little pains in loading his 
gun. He carries the powder loose in 
his pocket or big, scoops hastily a 
random quantity iulo the gun, drops 
npon it, without any wadding, n bul- 
let wetted in the mouth, and the 
loading is complete. The muzzle of 
the gun is kept uppormcst until the 
moment for bring, when the gun is 
dropped, aimed and fired simultaneous • 
ly without being brought to tho 
shoulder.

The War Office and the Admiralty 
have been invited by Herr Krupp to 
send representatives to be present at 
tho trials of anew steel gun of extra- 
ordinary size, to take place at Meppin, 
iu Westphalia, on or about tho lSlh' 
of next month. The gun to be exper- 
imented with on this occasion is the 
largest specimen of sloel ordnance 
yet made. It weighs seventy-two 
tons, with a calibre of forty centime- 
tors, or fifteen and three quarter 
inches. Tho Englith eighty-ton gun 
has a calibre of sixteen iucbes. a to- 
tal length of twenty-seven feet, aud a 
bore twenty four toet long. The su- 
perior length of bore in the Krupp 
gun Is thus apparent, being 21^ cali- 
bres, as against elghtccu calibres In 
Hie English gun. The mnterlal ot 
which the Krupp gun Is composed Is 
steel throughout. 

The charge of this monster gun Is 
to bo 385 pound! of prismatic rfow- 
der, tho projectile being a chilled Iron 
shell of 1 .('.(it), pounds, with a burst- 
ing charge of twenty two pound, of 
powder. It Is estimated that the ve- 
locity of tho projectile ns il leaves the 
in will be GOO motel's, or 4,640 feet 
r second, corresponding to an on- 
er^- of yery nearly 31,000 foot tons. 
If the gun was fired with its axis 
eed to an angle of forty-three de- 
grees with the horizon, it would tend 
its projectile to distance of fifteen 
miles. Great accuracy is also claimed 
for this weapon, as for all the Krupp 
breech-loading guns. As tho forth 
coming trials targets will be placed 
at such distance that the gun will 
havo to be directed by oilier means 
than the visibility of the object to bo 
hit. The largest steel guns previ- 
ously are Krnpp's two-flftv-six ton 
breech-loaders, one of which Is nt 
Constantinople and tho other at Con- 
stadt. -

The Common Sohool System. 
__ _ 

There are 117 school Commission- 
ers in tho State who receive $35,700 
yearly for their services. The total 
atuount of mouey disbursed on the 
common schools of the Slate, it about 
$900,000 yearly -These Commission- 
ers average over $300 salary each, or 
5 per cent, of the enliro fund; for 
which they tiivo on au average about 
ten days work. Very good wages 
lor these hard mouey timet— Our 
next Legislature would do well to 
look, iuto the matter. The Trigg 
Democrat, a level headed, bold and 
independent journal has hit the nail 
somewhere about the head, and comes 
to the front with tome timely advice. 
Judge Wilkinson, the editor of that 
paper, who Is a candidate for the 
Senate from that district and who 
would honor the position if elected to 
it, has just expressed himself on 
the expensively conducted common 
school system of the Stato at fol- 
lows: 

Au examination into the practical 
workings ol our common school tys- 
tem aliowt that there it too heavy a 
drain upon it in. tbe way of salaries. 
In the first place there is a Slate su- 
perintendent with a salary ol $3,000, 
and one clerk who is paid the turn of 
$1,000; there are 117 commissioners 
who receive an annual salary ol $100 
each, in addition to mi- Uiey are 
allowed tho sum ol «i,00 lor each dis- 
trict and one per cent, on all the 
funds received and disbursed. There 
arc 5,000 dittricis in the State, which 
at $3,00 each will nggrcgalo the sum 
of $15,000. To tliis add the annual 
salaries ol 117 coiumissiouert at $100 
each, and we have the further sum ol 
$11,700. The amount is further 
swelled by the percentage on the total 
tchool fuua received and disbursod ; 
one per cent, on, sav $900,000, mak- 
ing $9,000 additional. A summary 
shows: 

Ono Superintendent $ 3,000 

One Clerk 1,000 
117 Commissioners, (at $100) 11,700 
5.000 School districts (at $3,00) 15,000 
Percentage on $900,000 9,000 
Add exp'set pr'ling reports, &c 10,000 

Total expenses, $49,700 
It will be seen that tbe annual ex- 
penses of the system are over 5 ner 
cent, of the fund. This is too heavy 
a drainage upon the educational re- 
sources ol the State. A machine that 
loses one twentieth of its power by 
friction, and detective construction Is 
too costly for practical purposes. A 
school system that requires an expen- 
diture of Ave per cent, of its resources 
needs revision and amenVmcnt. The 
school fund was created for the bene- 
fit of the children of tho State ; It be- 
longs to them and not to a rapacious 
sot of office holders. It will be tho 
liny of the next Legislature to apply 
the retrenchment knife lo these high 
salaries and cut them down severely. 
A salary of $2,000 will secure the best 
talent in the Stale in tho office of Su- 
perintendent. This will give a sav- 
ing of about $2,000. Repeal the law 
allowing commissioners $3,00 for 
each district, which la never visited, 
and here is another saving of $15,000. 
Let the duty he imposed on tbe 
County Court Clerk lo receive the 
censut reports from school trustees, 
reports of schools taught, draw his 
warrants on the Superintendent for 
the amount due each teacher, and 
disburse the same; and for thote ser- 
vices allow him ono per cent, on the 
amount so received and paid out. 
The enactment of such a law would 
save to the school fund $11,700 paid 
in the way of salaries to commission- 
ers. There is not a clerk In tho State 
who would not willingly perform 
these duties for the compensation 
named. How much would be saved 
to tho children of the Stale by tho 
proposed reduction ? The following 
figures will snow :

Short Herns 7a. Scrubs. 

A few years since an experimental 
lest was made in Illinois with a view 
to ascertaining the actual difference 
in value and weight between calves 
sired by Short-horn bulls and out of 
common scrub cows, and those sired 
by scrub bulls and out of scrub cows. 
The test was, in fact, between half- 
blood short-horns and full-blood 
scrubs. In every respect the calllo 
wero upon equal footing in regard to 
foqd and careful altentioit. Althe 
end of iliree venre the half-blood 
short-horns weighed each Ave hun- 
dred pounds more than the scrub 
three-year-olds, and sold for |25 each 
more than the scrubs brought. This 
experiment was conclusive ibat the 
calves of a full-blooded short-horn 
bull gained an average of $8 XI in val- 
ue and Itifl pounds in weight every 
vear for three, or more than the calves 
IrOlD a scrub bull did— all the calves 
being outofscru b cows.— Farmer*' 
Home Journal.
